WHEREAS the Government of Canada requests the transfer of the control and ad- 
ministration of a parcel or tract of land of 1.44 acres, described as Lot 
Twenty-Four (24) of Baie-du-Vieux-Fort Farming Village of the original survey 
of the Township of Pontchartrain as complementing Block Twenty-Six (26) of the 
same Township, already under its jurisdiction, with a view to constructing and 
maintaining thereon a haulout slip and whereas there seems to be no obstacle to 
such transfer; 


WHEREAS Section 2 of the Act of the Department of Lands and Forests and Section 
41A of the Act concerning Lands and Forests (Revised Statutes, 1964, Chapters 
91 and 92 and Acts of 1969, Chapter 58, Section 83) provide for the legality of 
such transfer. 


NOW THEREFORE THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH, as proposed by the Minister of Lands 
and Forests: 


1. THAT transfer to the Government of Canada, for use by its Department of 
Public Works and with a view to constructing and maintaining thereon a 
haulout slip, of the control and administration of Lot Twenty-Four (24)

The proposed agreement between Her Majesty the Queen in right of Canada (hereinafter 
called "Her Majesty") and the United Counties of Leeds and Grenville in the Province 
of Ontario, will contain such provisions as may be deemed advisable in the public 
interest including provisions to the following effect:- 


Her Majesty in consideration of the terms and conditions of the said 
proposed agreement, grants permission to the United Counties of Leeds 

and Grenville, insofar as Her Majesty has the right to grant such permission 
to construct, maintain and operate a new fixed highway bridge over the 
entrance to Smiths Bay (a secondary channel of the Rideau Canal) and a 
high level fixed bridge over the Rideau Canal and Cataraqui River near 
Officers Quarters at Jones Falls in the Province of Ontario. The new 
bridges are located on new County Road No. 10 which, when completed, 

will carry all the public vehicular traffic to Jones Falls, as well as 
the traffic by-passing Jones Falls. The existing two bridges that are 
owned and operated by the Department, one a swing bridge over the Canal 
lock, and the other a wooden bridge over the Cataraqui River, will remain 
for their historical significance and the existing road leading ta both 
bridges will be closed to public vehicular traffic. 


The County Corporation shall, at its own cost and expense, construct 
and complete the two new bridges in all respects in strict conformity 
and accordance with the specifications and drawings approved by the 
Director General, Parks Canada, and shall use in the construction of 
the new bridges only such materials as may be approved by the Director 
General, Parks Canada for that purpose. 


That, upon completion of the new bridges and concurrent with the opening 
of the proposed Jones Falis By-Pass on County Road No. 10 referred to 

in one of the preambles hereof the County shall take the necessary 

action to close the existing road to public vehicular traffic and the 
Department shall be responsible for effecting barricades at both approaches 
to the existing bridges to prohibit its use by public vehicular traffic. 


That the Corporation shall submit to the Director General, Parks Canada, 
for his approval, the plans and specifications of the Corporation for
